Thielen was appointed ad­ 
ministrator.

lifetime 
Schuitze had told Thielen he should 
be his heir, but no will so far as 
known ever was executed. 
Thielen 
upon returning home refused to enter 
and search the old man s room un­ 
less accompanied by neighbors. 
E. 
M. Spade and J. P. Gigoux helped 
Thielen explore the room. 
Almost at the first step gold and 
currency began tumbling and rattling 
from 
hidden 
places. 
There 
was 
money wrapped up in socks, stored in 
secret drawers, and in old clothing. 
Thousands of dollars in $20 and $50 
gold certificates were the core of big 
bundles of old German yarn socks. 
In an old vest which Schuitze made 
himself was found $5,360 in $20 bills. 
The money had been sew’ed in the lin­ 
ing of the vest which Schuitze had 
worn for years. 
In another vest was 
$1,910. and in an old billhook was $60 
in bills and $105 in silver. The vests 
had been stuffed away in bureau draw­ 
ers barred by intricate combination 
locks. 
In the false bottom of a chest made 
bv Schuitze was $4,260 in $20 gold 
pieces. 
Elsewhere in odd places was 
$2,000 in notes. 
Thielen deposited the fortune In a 
bank at Carrier and will hold it tor 
the lawful heirs.

Lawrence, Mass., Jan. 30.—One wo­ 


man was killed and a policeman was 


stabbed by rioting strikers an I sym­ 


pathizers, who gathered to the num­ 


ber of nearly 1,000 about the Everett 


mills last night. 
Police and militia 


were rushed to the scene and a free 


use of clubs and rifle butts resulted in 
the breaking up of the mob. 
The victim of the riot was an Ital­ 
ian woman. 
A man nearby was firing 
a revolver into the ground when the 
woman dropped. 
It is believed she 
was struck by a glancing bullet. 
She 
died on the way to a hospital. 
When the crowd first gathered Po­ 
lice Sergeant Spranger and four pa­ 
trolmen went to the scene, but hail 
little effect in quelling the disturb­ 
ance. 
Patrolman Benoit became sep­ 
arated from Ifts companions and while 
surrounded by nearly a hundred an­ 
gry, threatening men, was stabbed in 
the back. 
His wound is not serious. 
Additional policemen hurried to the 
scene, but although they used their 
clubs freely they made little impres­ 
sion on the crowd until two companies 
of militia arrived. 
As the rioters seemed determined 
to stand their ground the militiamen 
used their rifles during the mixup anti 
it is believed many of the rioters were 
injured seriously. 
Neither the police noF the militia­ 
men fired any shots. 
Although some 
of the rioters were discharging fire­ 
arm s they could not be picked out by 
the police and no arrests were made. 
An hour after the trouble started the 
streets were cleared at (bat point. 
The rioters held up f l i n t y or more 
electric cars headed in .t^he direction 
of the mills, forced theA*issengers to 
leave the cars and then assaulted 
them in the belief that they were 
strike breakers. 
Bottles and lumps 
of ice were thrown in the car win­ 
dows. 
The rioting began an hour before 
the time for the opening of the mill 
gates. 
The mob was composed most­ 
ly of foreigners, ami many were wo­ 
men, who cheered the men on to 
violence. 
Several arrests were made. 
T aras 
Parnagian, an Armenian, was taken 
to the police station, charged with a s­ 
saulting City Marshal O’Sullivan. The 
other arrests were on charges of in­ 
timidation, rioting or carrying danger­ 
ous weapons. 
Strike Leader Ettor delivered an 
impassioned speech at ^a meeting of 
the strikers’ committee. 
He declared 
the strike had just started. 
“ They may put the city under m ar­ 
tial law’,” said Ettor, “ but I no not 
care what kind of law they declare; 
and even if they put the gallows on 
the streets, we are going to win this 
fight. 
There was irore violence on 
the othqr side than on ours today. 
This tow’n is going to be sorry in a 
couple of days. 
Probably there w’on’t 
be any cars to throw stones at.” 
Mayor Scanlon announced that he 
would request Governor Foss to send 
enough militia to Lawrence to pro­ 
tect the city.

been the best year the canned salmon 
Industry has ever known. 
The pack 
is nearly 750,000 cases larger than ever 
put up Iii any previous year; the 
prices have been the highest, more 
men and capital have been employed 
a greater number of canneries have 
been operated, there has 
been 
suf 
ficient demand from all parts of the 
w'orld to absorb practically all 
the 
record-breaking pack, and with one*ex 
ception there have been no losses to 
either salmon or canneries, as 
har 
often been the case in former years. 
The total pack of canned salmon 
rhis year for Alaska, British Columbia, 
Puget sound, Gray’s Harbor and the 
Columbia river is estimated at 5,850. 
OOO cases. This pack is 600,001* cases 
more than in any previous yea* in the 
history of the salmon industry. 
Packers estimate the Alaska pack at 
3,000,000 cases; Puget Sound, 1,350,- 
OOO cases; 
Columbia 
river, 
500,000 
eases; British Columbia, 750,000 cases; 
outside points, 250,000 cases. 
One of the features, in fact the dom 
Inant feature of the season’s opera 
tions, has been the huge pack of pink 
salmon. Tile pack of “pinks” this year 
is estimated at 2,500,000 cases, com 
pared with 1,400,000 cases, the largos 
previous pack of this kind cf fish. All 
but between 150,000 and 200,000 cases 
of this large amount of pink or cheap 
fish has been sold. 
In as much as 
next year the run of pink salmon 
should be light, packers who have this 
king of salmon are not worrying about 
having to carry a small stock over. 
Salmon packers declare that no less 
than $2,000,000 will have been paid 
out in Seattle during 1911 by packers 
for supplies, labor, equipment, wages, 
freights and otherwise. 
The shipments of canned salmon by 
water from Puget Sound during Octo­ 
ber were the largest ever sent out dur 
ing any one month. Figures compiled 
by the collector of customs 
at 
Port 
Townsend show that the shipments 
for the month aggregated 
3,860,450 
pounds, valued at $413,650.

ports during the same month last year 
aggregated but 1,189,696 pounds, and 
In 1909 only 884,474 pounds.
